RELATIONS WITH WEST 


Eastern Manufacturers Will Shorten 
Their Credit—No Over-Buying This 
Season, Although Big Firms Expect 
Revival of Business Old Obligations 

Must Be Discharged First. 


Toronto, Aug. What is the attitude 
of the Canadian manufacturer of the 
east towards the consumer in the west? 
What will be the business relations be- 
tweeh these two great factors in the na- 
tional life when the crop is harvested? 
These two questions form the basis of 
an ingniry which The Globe has been 
making in view of the sanguine reports 
that are coming in daily from the wheat 
country, (In the course of investigation 
many other igsues are raised, but to the 
two questions the answer seems to he 
that the east will sell the west what the 
west needs, and the west will buy, if 
present indications are to he accepted, 
only those things which it needs, The 
west owes the eadt rather heavily on 
old acéounts, The east has every confid 
ence in the west and is anxious to have 
the w@&t's business, but when the crop 
comes In it hopes for the settlenvent of 
old aceounte rather than for much new 
business. There, will be goods and credit 
for the west, hut all business will be 
on a more conservative basis, Last year’s 
experience hak sobered the country. 

In considering the harvest outlook, 
the transportation problem looms up 
large, , Interviews with railway and 
steamboat men seem to solve that. 
In foréjudging the sale of eastern pro 
ducts to the west there is the possi 
bility that the manufacturer may, in his 
attempt to be conservative, understock 


himself and be unable to suppply the 
demand for his go6ds should his expec 
tation® prove ill-caleulated. But even in 


this thire seems every likelihood that 
Americgns will not he called upon to 
supply @m over-hungry consumer. Busi- 
ness men are getting ready for the gold 
en flood from which the Dominion is to 
replenish her purse, 

Effect of Banks’ Policy.

But I do not think it is 
going to be the big 125,000,000 crop 
some reports try to make out, T have 
only; recently returned from & trip 
throdégh the west, and.in my view the 
averdge yield should be 16 or 17 bushels 
to the acre, (That [ ealeulate would 
mean a ninety of ninety-five million 
bushel yield, a fair average crop.

Vegreville insisted 
upon its righte and been included in 
the league. 

“Again, perhaps the Edmonton fans 

may remember that in the home and 
home games played between Edmon- 
ton and Vegreville this season, the 
two teams have broke even, each win- 
ning a game.'! Thus on May sth at 
Vegreville the. Edmonton team — lost 
by the score of 1h to 8. On June 13th, 
Vegreville lost to Edmonton, score 9 
to 2. *
